A number of small newspapers 
first reported the fighting. They 
said it started

lus. 
According to 
these dispatches 
even artillery was being employ­ 
ed. 
They said Hungarian irregu­ 
lars Friday occupied Huszt, the 
new capital of 
the 
autonomous 
provinces. 
These dispatches also reported 
that telephonic and railway com­

the population was facing starva­ 
tion. 
It was known that Hungary has

Disorders have been brewing in 
Ruthenia, the easternmost province 
of Czechoslovakia, which points to­ 
ward the Soviet Ukraine between 
Foland and Roumania, since Hun­ 
gary failed to annex the province 
as she wished.

FIVE ARMY MEN 
DEAD, TWO HURT 
IN PLANE CRASH 


L A G RA N G E, Ga., Nov. 19 
(U P )— Five army flyers were kill­ 
ed and two others were seriously 
injured when a huge army bomber 
crashed in 
a 
dense woods near 
here shortly before midnight. 


The plane plowed into the for­ 
est, cutting off trees, and then fell 
and burst into flames. Three of the 
occupants 
were 
cremated, their 
bodies burned beyond recognition. 
One of the men killed was found 
some distance from the plane, an 
unopened parachute strapped to 
him. 
He apparently had attempt­ 
ed to bail out. 
The fifth victim 
was both burned and crushed by 
the fall. 
The two who escaped death, John 
D. Madre and Joe Nanartowitch, 
were so badly burned they could 
not be questioned as to the cause 
of the accident. 
The plane 
crashed 
with such 
force the wreckage was scattered 
over nearly an acre. 
Deputy sher- j 
iffs did not find one of the bodies ; 
until nine hours after the acci-j 
dent. 
The plane 
was 
enroute from 
Mitchel Field, N. Y „ to Maxwell 
Field, Ala. 
Major Maxwell of Maxwell field, 
flew to the scene of the accident j 
today and took charge of the in-1 
vestigation. He said the plane was ' 
demolished and that it would be 
difficult to ascribe the cause of the 
crash until the injured men were 
able to talk. 
Bodies of the dead were so burn­ 
ed and mangled that identification 
was difficult. 
Arm y officials said 
a complete list of the crew of the 
ship was not available here. 
A Negro farmer heard the plane 
crash, saw the fire and gave the 
alarm. 
Rescue crews were unable to 
reach the plane until shortly be­ 
fore dawn because of the dense 
woods and heavy rain.

found wandering around the plane, ] 
dazed, and 
delirious 
from pain, j 
the other was unconscious. 
Deputy sheriffs said they had to 
walk four miles through the forestj 
before they reached the scene.

LAST WEEK we talked about 
the sacredness of human life and 
how w’e should learn to control 
our tempers so as not to injure 
others. Today 
we 
discuss 
our 
homes, and what we should do to 
make them happy. 
First, how happy and thankful 
we wrould be lf our fathers and 
mothers love and are true to each 
other. Nothing matters so much 
as that. Children learn, In homes 
where this is so, to be true and 
loyal to loved ones 
and 
to all 
whom they meet in life. Homes 
and the family are older than the 
church and Christianity. “Be it 
ever so humble,” as the song says, 
“there is no place like home." 
The lesson is based 
on 
the 
seventh 
commandment 
“Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” That 
means that husband 
and 
wife 
shall be true to each other; that 
they shall keep their marriage 
vows and, giving up all others 
think only of each other as “long 
as they both shall live.” 
The Golden Text is “Keep thy­ 
self pure,” and that, too, means 
that husband and wife shall be 
true — not only outwardly, but 
inwardly — in 
their 
thoughts. 
When they are, the foundations 
for that happiest* of all places, 
the home, are laid on the rock, 
as Jesus said in the parable about 
the man who built his house on 
the sand, and the one who built 
on a rock which the rains and 
floods could not tear down. 
Children, too, must "keep them­ 
selves pure,” in word and thought. 
You would rather have friends 
who are clean physically, wouldn’t 
you? But it is even better to have 
those w’ho are not only clean and 
neat 
outwardly, 
but 
whose 
thoughts are clean. After being 
with some people you feel that 
your mind needs washing and air­ 
ing. They have talked of low and 
mean things, and you feel soiled. 
With others you are refreshed. 
You have talked about fine things, 
helpful things, 
things that 
are 
w'orth w'hile. Your mind and soul 
seem all clean and shining. Par­ 
ents sometimes object to certain 
of their children’s 
friends, 
and 
the young people cannot under­ 
stand why. A 
good way to find 
out is to check up on the way you 
feel after being with such friends. 
Do you feel better after 
being 
with them? Or do you feel a cer­ 
tain 
shame 
when you think of 
what you talked about and w'hat 
you did? That is the teat. If you 
have the latter reaction, it is bet­ 
ter to give up such associates, 
even though they may seem very 
fascinating to you. 
At the end of 
today’s 
lesson 
there is that lovely story about 
Jesus and the children. The Jew­ 


ish mothers brought their little 
children to the Master that He 
might touch them. And the disci­ 
ples tried to drive them away, but 
Jesus 
was 
“much 
displeased” 
with His followers, and said to 
them: “Suffer the little children 
to come unto me, and forbid them 
not: for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” And He took them up 
in His arms and 
blessed 
them, 
and told His disciples that unless 
they could become like little chil­ 
dren, Innocent and trusting, they 
could not enter this kingdom.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Knowledge of Hormones Advanced 


By LOGAN CLENDEM NG, M. D. 


BOTANISTS have followed the 
lead of the workers on the ductless 
glands and are doing some remark­ 
able things with plant hormones. 
They can speed up the growth and 
maturation of plants. They can in­ 
crease the size of the roots or they 
can make the leaves and branches 
grow. They can take an old tree 
tha t is just about dying and by 
treatment make its roots begin to 
spread again, its branches to grow 
— a complete rejuvenation. 
And 
they do this with chemicals that ap­ 
parently are not found, at lea st with 
any abundance, in the plant itself. 
Plants, in fact, respond very much 
better to hormone treatment than 
animals. It was the dream of the 
endocrinologist of a few years ago 
tha t some such results as those ob­ 
tained on the old tree would be pos­ 
sible for man. 


No Real Success 
Attempts at rejuvenation with 
various ductless gland extracts and 
transplants have been made a-plenty, 
but up to now no real success can 
be reported. A good many old men 
have reported that they felt younger 
a fter the treatment, and for a while 
they may have acted younger. But 
they did not look any younger, nor 
did their general experience serve

to encourage those of us who are 
rapidly approaching the period of 
anecdotage. It is a lovely Faust- 
like dream to wish to remain young 
and some day it may be accom­ 
plished. but the experience of Faust 
himself would rather incline one not 
to try to play pranks on nature. 
Nature seems very determined that 
nothing is going to stop the process

of aging generation after genera­ 
tion and removing them from the 
scene. 
The other problem of masculinity 
and femininity also fa lls into the 
category of the ductless glands. 
Here, perhaps, more success can be 
reported. There are many people 
who, though definitely masculine, 
have a feminine trend. Their voices 
are high, the skin smooth, the hair 
silky and the deposits of fat have a 
feminine distribution. The condition 
seems to be a combination of pitui­ 
tary and adrenal hormones affect­ 
ing the gonads. And much success 
results from the proper administra­ 
tion of these extracts. 


Chemical in Nature 
Similarly, there are masculine 
women who probably have too much 
adrenal cortex tissue, as remarked 
in a previous article. 
The question of sex seems to be 
quite chemical in nature. The phe­ 
nomenon of free-martins is inter­ 
esting in this respect. A cow may 
give birth to twin calves of opposite 
sex, each of which is normal. But 
occasionally the placentas are fused 
so that the blood streams of the two 
foetuses intermingle. In such cases 
the female shows considerable trans­ 
formation toward the masculine 
form and ren-iins sterile during 
life. 
I read a report in the London 
LANCET tha t Mrs. Deansley and 
Parkes, of the National Institute 
for Medical Research, have con­ 
ducted some experiments, putting 
transplants of active ovarian tissue 
under the skin of young male guinea 
pigs, thereby turning them intc 
semi-females with enlargement of 
the mammary glands. 
It is strange to think that so much 
of our personalities is merely the 
result of chemical tides, flowing back 
and forth. It is said that before 
long one will be able to buy mother 
love at the drue- store.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Knowledge of Hormones Advanced 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


BOTANISTS have followed the 
lead of the workers on the ductless 
glands and are doing some rem ark­ 
able things with plant hormones. 
They can speed up the growth and 
m aturation of plants. They can in­ 
crease the size of the roots or they 
can make the leaves and branches 
grow. They can take an old tree 
th a t is ju st about dying and by 
treatm ent make its roots begin to 
spread again, its branches to grow 
— a complete rejuvenation. 
And 
they do this with chemicals th at ap­ 
parently are not found, at least with 
any abundance, in the plant itself. 
Plants, in fact, respond very much 
better to hormone treatm ent than 
animals. It was the dream of the 
endocrinologist of a few years ago 
th a t some such results as those ob­ 
tained on the old tree would be pos­ 
sible for man. 


No Real Success 
A ttem pts a t rejuvenation with 
various ductless gland extracts and 
transplants have been made a-plenty, 
but up to now no real success can 
be reported. A good many old men 
have reported th a t they felt younger 
after the treatm ent, and for a while 
they m ay have acted younger. But 
they did not look any younger, nor 
did their general experience serve

Their voices 
are high, the skin smooth, the hair 
silky and the deposits of fat have a 
feminine distribution. The condition 
seems to be a combination of pitui­ 
tary and adrenal hormones affect­ 
ing the gonads. And much success 
results from the proper adm inistra­ 
tion of these extracts. 


Chemical in N ature 
Sim ilarly, there are masculine 
women who probably have too much 
adrenal cortex tissue, as rem arked 
in a previous article. 
The question of sex seems to be 
quite chemical in nature. The phe­ 
nomenon of free-m artins is inter­ 
esting in this respect. A cow may 
give birth to tw in calves of opposite 
sex, each of which is norm al. But 
occasionally the placentas are fused 
so th a t the blood stream s of the two 
foetuses interm ingle. In such cases 
the fem ale shows considerable tra n s­ 
form ation toward the masculine 
form and rem ains sterile during 
life. 
I read a report in the London 
LANCET th a t Mrs. Deansley and 
Parkes. of the National Institute 
for Medical Research, have con­ 
ducted some experim ents, putting 
transplants of active ovarian tissue 
under the skin of young male guinea 
pigs, thereby turning them intc 
semi-females with enlargem ent of 
the m am m ary glands. 
It is strange to think that so much 
of our personalities is merely the 
result of chemical tides, flowing back 
and forth. It is said th at before 
long one will be able to buy mother 
love at the druv store.

These gro wers planted mo re than 
their share o f the acres o f co rn 
which are needed to pro du ce the

The co nsequ ence is that there 
is an ov er su pply o f co rn and the 
market price is lo w. The natio nal 
J aw prov ides that when this sit­ 
uation arises 
lo ans can be made 
to farmers who tried to avo id this 
contigency bu t that lo ans canno t 
be made to farm ers who helped 
create the depressed m ark et co n­ 
dition. 
Mr. Kru se think s it is no mo re 
than ju st that co m gro wers w'ho 
tried to k eep pro du ctio n within

The national 
law provides th a t when this sit­ 
uation arises loans can be m ade 
to farm ers w'ho tried to avoid this 
contigency but th a t loans cannot 
be m ade to farm ers who helped 
create the depressed m ark et con­ 
dition. 
M r. K ruse thinks it is no more 
th an ju st th a t corn grow ers wrho 
tried to keep production w ithin 
reasonable bounds should receive 
federal com loans w'hen th eir ef­ 
fo rts W'ere defeated by conditions 
beyond th e ir control.
